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UN the’ Senate and House of Representatives of the United Sidtes: — "7 
t “Your Memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
oe assembled at Salem, in said Territory, ou the first 


successfully vindicating their capacity for self-government. The lew 
44th of August, 1848, came, and with it, ceased all direct connection 
and sympathy between the people on the one hand, and the officers of the 
Exdcütiye and Judicial departments on the other ; at least so far as the 
heme could be effected by the manner of their selection, and the power 
io-whieh they were accountable. While the provisions of this act are 
similar ín the main to those proposed by Congress prior to that period for 
thd organization of ‘Territories, it differs materially from them all, in two 
cis First, in the'total separation of the Executive and Legislative 
depaxtmehts ; and, second, in the‘restriction imposed on the Legislative 
Nashinbly, contained in the last clause of the sixth section of that act, as 
tothe mode or manner of exercising their legitimate powers. Since 
thet time, we have had two Governors. The first, Gen. Lane, entered 
upon.the duties of his office on the 3d of March, A. D. 1849, and’ set 
the. wheels of the new government in motion, by a proclamation of that 
date;Annmouncing the organization of the Territory. He remained con- 
tinudisly in our midst, faithfully devoting his time and talents to the beat 
iptoxeats:and welfare of tha people, until the 18th of June, 1850, when 
ho was removed to make room for the present incumbent. : 
-r ev. Gaines arrived in the Territory in the month of August, 1850; 
e remdined in the country, except a short absence, ever sinoe. 
Hid administration, so far, whatever may have been his motives, or the 
eaves ‘of the misfortune, has been characterized by a total wantof cone 
fidence and sympathy between himself andthe people. Ever since he 
Ianded:üpon our shores, and entered upon the dutibs of his office-—either 
trom!-inental perverseness, or what is more probable, the mischievous. 
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advice of the District Attorney, Amory Holbrook, he has sought by in- 
direct and extra-official acts, to usurp powers placed in the hands of the 
Representatives of the people alone; and the consequence has been, that 
confusion and discord, have, like the cloud that precedes the storm, 
overshadowed our publicaffiars. As an illustration of the course of con. 
duct pursued, and the Gonsequences resulting thefefrom, your memorial- 
ists submit the following facts: Although by the Organic law “the sum 
of five thousand dollars is appropriated, to be applied by the Governor 
to the .erection of suitable buildings at the seat of government,” aud 
although the Legislative Assembly, as authorized by that act, did “pro. 
‘ceed to locate and establish the seat of government for the "Territory," 
"by an act passed February 1, 1851, he, prompted no doubt by his evil 
‘fenius, Amory Holbrook, officiously sent that body a message, declaring 
e'att void, and has eyer since assumed, without the semblance of aus 
thority on his part, to treat the same as a nulity, to withhold the ap- 
proprintion, and to keep the archives and public Library under his own 


“shadow, at another and different place entirely. 


^' By an act of the Legislative Assembly, passed May 16th, A, D., 
71850,. the Governor is authorized to fill any vacancies that may occur in 
tlie, Territorial offices during the recess of that body, and although the 
legislature has been in session two weeks, he has not deigned to report 
to this body any account of appointments so madé, but with an utter 
Alistegard aud contempt for the people and their Representatives, ‘as 
‘appears from the announcement of the public journals of the day, has 
actually assumed to appoint a Territorial Treasurer and Librarian, du. 
Ting ihe present sitting of the legislature. 7 


n ince the i4th of August, 1848, we have been entitled to the pres 
gnçe and services of three Judges. How stands the account? $ 


*, The Hon. O. C. Pratt, the first oficerin the Territory, in point of times 
arrived here in December, A. D. 1848 5 from that time until the arrival 
of the Hon. W. P. Bryant, on the 9th of April, 1849, there was but one 
Judge inthe Territory, By reason of the absence of Bryant-from tlie 
month of June until the month of September, A. D. 1849, we were loit 
with but one Judge again. From that time until December, 1849, thera 
were only two, when Bryant left the Territory, to which ‘he has never 
returned, and as your memorialists are informed and believe, withheld 
his resignation until the first of January, 1851, unscrupulously receiving 
his salary up to that.date. From the date of his departure, there re. 
füained but Judge Pratt inthe Territory, until August, 1850, when ha 
went to the States for his family, and returned in the month of April; 
A. D. 1851, where he has remained since. The Hon. William Strong 
&rrived in the country in the month of August, 1850, and the Hon, Them. 
ax Nelson, in the month of April, A. D. 1851. "Thus it will be seen-at 
a glance that the practical operation of the present system of appointiagt 
the Judibiary, has been to. givé the people of this Territory, in the àg- 
gregate, but.about four years vand seven months of Judicial servis; 
while by law they have been entitled to nine-years and nine month; 
a:faling off of oge half. The services have been rendered by the 
Jadges who have frém tume'ta time been sent among us in the following 
proportions: - Judge Pratt, two years and three months ; Judge Bryant, 
šven months; Judge Strong, one year aud three months; Judge Nelson:

- Another serious evil to the peace and quiet of the community, and. 
the security of property, has arisen*from the interference of one District, 
Court with the process of the other, thns.rendering each, if the same 
spirit is carried óut by all, powerless to protect itself, and the rights ahd 
P y of its suitors.

venience incident to a voyage from New. Orleans.to Astoria, Gen. 
Adair bas remained at his place, and faithfully: discharged the duties of 
his office since his arrival in Oregon ; notwithstanding, for many months 
afier his arrival, it was impossible to procure in the ‘country; many: of 
the ordinary comforts of life, even by paying the highest-and most ex- 
orbitant prices. He has been compelled, at all times since his residence 
amongst us, to pay the high prices of this market; avid has never beey aws 
thorized (as it is beheved some government offiérs havé-been, and now: 
are) to draw provisions from the commissaary ‘department, at Govern- 
ment prices. The expenses of all government officers, ‘who have beei 
appointed to office in Oregon, (who have acctpted the same;) and came 
to the country, with tlie exception of Gen. Joseph Lane aud Gen. Adr, 
haye been furnished; notonly transportation for themselves and families, 
bythe government, but:all of some of them have been permitted. ta 
bring with:them, freé'ot charge, such house: furnitute, farming itnplir

From the best information the committee can obtain, the Postal Agent 
in Oregon establishes no office, unless with this proviso ; that the office 
defray expenses, which causes if to be oppressive aad embarrassing to 
many localities of public business, contrary to what is contemplated by 
the genius of our government. Each county seat, at least, ought te 
have a post office, aad a mail carried at the expense of the Post Office 
Department. . 7 

In regard to a mail route direet from San Franciaco to Puget's Sound, 
north of the Columbia river, deserves some consideration. The country 
north of the Columbia, is rapidly filling up with eitizens of the United 
States, and the source, a great thoroughfare from the Pacific Ocean te 
the interior of that country, and considerable commerce already carried 
on there. For them to have to depend on their communications from 
the States and San Francisco, by the way of the Columbia river and up 
the Cowlitz river to the Sound, is too circuitous and tardy, 1o satisfy the 
present progress of commerce and civilization. 
` From the best information the committee have been able to get, the 
present Postal Agent in Oregon either miscoaceives his duties, or is in- 
structed by the Department adverse to the great interest of the people 
of the Territory. . 

The mail is carried through entire counties for seventy-two miles, and 
no way office in the whole distance; and that, through a populous coun- 
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try ; and on the extreme north;of ayr: Territory, we are informed, he 
refused to establish a post office thirty miles from any other office, al. 
though the mail. was proposed to be conveyad.that.distance for the profits 
of the office.
